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INTRODUCTION 


HOW  THIS  BOOK  CAME  TO  BE  WRITTEN 


The  reader  or  researcher  who  is  familiar  with  the  various 
genealogical  treatments  will  note  that  I  have  deviated  from  the  nor¬ 
mal  format  in  compiling  this  treatise. 

I  happened  to  start  this  genealogy  as  a  form  of  occupa¬ 
tional  therapy  while  recuperating  at  the  Veterans  Hospital,  Minneapo¬ 
lis,  Minnesota,  as  a  result  of  World  War  II.  Fortunately,  this  peri¬ 
od  of  more  than  two  years  gave  me  adequate  time  to  make  as  thorough  a 
search  as  possible  and  allowed  me  to  devote  the  major  portion  of  my 
time  to  the  task.  Unfortunately,  I  have  been  cramped  for  available 
sources  of  information.  I  was  unable  to  go  out  in  the  field  and  do 
the  tombstone  reading  and  library  research  that  such  a  project  as 
this  entails. 

As  a  result,  instead  of  tracing  the  family  from  the  source 
of  the  original  ancestor,  I  have  attempted  to  make  a  complete  search 
of  contemporary  descendants  of  a  convenient  common  ancestor  and  have 
added  to  this  from  time  to  time.  However,  a  project  like  this  is 
never  complete,  so  I  have  brought  to  press  at  this  time  what  I  have 
completed  to  date  in  a  looseleaf  form  so  that  a  revised  version  may 
be  published  at  some  future  date.

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METHOD  OF  NUMBERING  DESCENDANTS 


The  method  of  numbering  all  entries  in  this 
book  (except  the  Sutliff  section)  is  the  Dewey  Decimal 
System.  The  Sutliff  section  utilizes  a  sequence  system 
more  familiar  to  other  genealogies.  In  the  decimal  sys¬ 
tem  all  of  the  children  of  a  given  person  are  assigned  a 
number  by  taking  their  parent’s  number  and  adding  an  ad¬ 
ditional  digit.  The  reason  for  this  is  so  that  addition¬ 
al  data  can  be  inserted  without  destroying  the  integrity 
of  work  order  of  previous  numbers.  Please  note  that  by 
finding  your  name  and  number  in  the  index,  you  can  read¬ 
ily  trace  back  to  your  father,  grandparents  by  merely  de¬ 
ducting  the  last  digit  from  your  own  number.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Stotesbery  Family  was  originally  believed  to  have 
originated  in  Cork,  Ireland.  Older  members  of  the  family  refer 
at  various  times  to  older  members  of  the  family  speaking  of  the 
folks  back  in  Ireland.  The  name  philologically  has  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  derivation  and  has  appeared  simultaneously  in  various 
languages  (See  chart  below: ) 

The  root  has  been  variously  spelled:  Stotes,  States, 
Stouts,  Stoltz,  Staats,  Stutz,  Stuz,  Stratz,  Stotts,  Staltz, 
Staatts,  and  Stuets.  The  suffix  has  been  spelled:  -bery,  -bury, 
-berry,  -burg,  -berg,  -bourg,  -berger. 

Various  place  names  include:  Staatsburg,  New  York; 
Stotesbury,  West  Virginia,  and  Stotesbury,  Kansas.
